Starting early Wednesday afternoon, 
a soaking rain fell at intervals all after¬ 
noon and night and as we go to press 
Thursday noon it is still raining. Up to 8 
a.m. Thursday .68 of an inch was record- 
'ed on the Searle rain gauge, with every 
indication th^-^ total of more than an 
inch of rain could be expected. 

I'he rain,. besides giving badly needed 
moisture to the soil, is of untpid beoefit 
in checking the ravages of cutworms and 
grasshoppers. 

Urasshoppers have done consider¬ 
able damage to some stubbled-in crops 
and are repotted to be working into 
the sumnt;erfallow. Only the isolattni 
in.stance of any great damage by cut 
worms has been reported and the meth 
od of cultivating and sowing, allowing 
for a ten day “starvation period,” is 
being given credit in several cases for 
minimizing the damage by this pest.

most people. It does not sit well on my conscience to think 
that by a little hedging under the shelter of this recent law. 
I can snap my fingers at my creditor and say 1 owe him 
nothing. It might not be so hard to get away with it, be¬ 
cause he lives many miles away. However, I know that 1 
owe him a debt, and that part of my farm is rightly his un< 
til it is paid for. If I played that kind of triek on my credi¬ 
tor, 1 would go through life watching for pther people to 
play the same kind of trick on me. I would not trust any¬ 
one, and that is not a happy way to live. 

Besides under the new Mortgage Tax, the holder of jny 
mortgage will have to pay $100 which is about one third of 
what t pay him in interest. He*is doubly hit. Not only is he 
liable to lose his whole principal, but he has to pay 2 per 
cent tax on it. 

“This is not the type of legislation I expected when 1 
voted'for the present government. I hoped for something 
that would make some decisive adjustment which would 
stand up in courts of law, and be fair both to the creditoi 
and the man who is trying to pay debts.

■American continent as “the Guardians of the Gate” 
through which the forces of Europe and Asia must pass if 
they are to merge. “It is for us to see,” he said that what 
passes is good and not evil. With the sturdy vigor of our 
brothers of the British Domiriibns, with the strength of our 
.Mother Country, and with' the spirit of the country that 
created the United States of America in the name of free¬ 
dom, we surely can establish throughout the world a stabil¬ 
ity that will restore the tremendous balance of today and 
bring to othei's the blessings which-we ourselves possess. 

Earlier in his address he said: “Today we find on either 
hand of us, humanity regimented into various moulds, which 
suit the particular ‘isms’ of those who promote them. But 
there is no stability for the world Outside of freedom. Free¬ 
dom of religion, of thought of commerce, and of human in¬ 
tercourse—these are first necessities of a restored stabil¬ 
ity. Behind all that we may plan for the world there re¬ 
mains the fact that the English-speaking nations must pre¬ 
serve for themselves and impress upon the, world, these 
principles of right and freedom which form the keynote of 
our own social and political structure. A high duty rests up¬ 
on United States and the British Empire to come togethej 
in this great cause. 

“Above all this duty lies on this continent. It lies with 
United States and Canada more than any other two peo- 
j pies. Under different governments though with similar po¬ 
litical systems, we control an area which in the future will 
be the centre of the world. We have an interchange «f com¬ 
merce .such as no other two countries in the world possess. 
We have mutual investments in cai^jjtgl, intimately inter¬ 
woven in the natural development and industrial life of. our 
copnnunities. 

“We have a human exchange which penetrates each of 
us w ith the personalities of the other. There is an inevitable 
closeness between us. We are the highway of the world 
particularly Canada, through which is the shortest route 
from Russia to .Australia, London to Tokyo. 

“Remember that we stand in a sort of ‘no man’s land’ be¬

FOLLY OF FASCISM 


Fascism is not a national menace in Canada. To so* de¬ 
scribe it is to dignify it beyond any deserving^ It is merely 
a foul falsehood (like Communism or any other form of 
despotism):—but it is a falsehood that may blight the think¬ 
ing of a multitude of eager, ardent young Canadians, until 
their minds become warped by folly. 

Canada is a free country. Every Canadian has the right, 
and duty to advocate those cau.ses that commend themselves 
to him. He has even the right to make a fool of himself, if 
he so pleases. That is one of the inalienable rights of de¬ 
mocracy, and it is a small price to pay for freedom. 

In the present search for solutions for pressing the na¬ 
tional problems, a few noisy minorities are taking full ad¬ 
vantage of these rights, and are exhibiting themselves In 
childish folly by advocating to a free people a foriil of gov¬ 
ernment that is bom in hate and fostered by force. 

One of these groups which seeks to bewilder the minds of 
Canadian youth is called “The Canadian Nationalist Party.” 
The very title is a misnomer, for the party so-called is a 
Fascist front that is neither Canadian nor Nationalist nor 
a party. It is an attempt to organize hate, and to disguise 
it thinly as'patriotism and Christianity. 

Their prospectus urges that Canadians who live in amity 
and tolerance with their fellow Canadians of all creeds and 
complexions must choose between: 

- Revolution or Order ' 

Hfeft or Right — 

internationalism or Nationalism 
Jew Control or National Control 

No more preposterous mis-statement could be made. For 
these alternatives simply do not exist among Canadians 
whose faith is founded on the Fatherhood of God, and the 
Brotherhood of Man and on nothing else. 

In Canada there is npAeftyCommunism) nor right (Fas¬ 
cism) except as it exfsis in Vhe disordered minds of a few 
who have failed to coiwrimctiVely exercise their rights a.s 
citizens, or who hope for soW personal gain through serv- 
ng factions whose importimee is in reverse, ratio to the 
noise they make.

The amount that has been paid out in the last ten years to 
this gentry class making up the boards, would have gone 
far'to correct abuses of the injured industries.

REPUDIATION NOT POPULAR 


Contrary to the widespread impression that .-Albertans 
ndividually are seeking repudiation of just debts and are 
n sympathy with government legislation, it is doubtful if 
iny re.sponsible cjtizen wants to have his just debts can- 
elled by legislation. What he has borrowed in times pa.st 
is a matter between creditor and debtor, with each case 
'laving distinctive angles, but in most instances meriting 
■ompromr$e on the part of both. 

A representative member of the Social Credit part/ in 
this district is quite outspoken in his condemnation of re- 
■ent legislation by which ail debts contracted prior to 193t) 
would he cancelled if there were no renewal of agreement 
before 19-10. He said: “My own case is perhaps a fair ex- 
ample of injustices that might rise out of that legislation. 1 
bought my farm in 10'28, and still owe $5000 on it. The hold- 
-r of the mortgage is a man well past working age, depend¬ 
ent to quite an extent on that $5000 that I promised to pay 
'lim. But he has been very fair in irot pressing me for any 
layment of principal and has voluntarily brought down his 
ntere.st rate. Our dealings have been satisfactory to me at 
my rate. I do think that with present values there should 
le something ciit from that $.5000. I would think it right if 
<1000 or $1500 reduction would be made on my debt, be- 
eau.se land values have dropped to that extent in ten years, 
and recent prices have not justified the original price paid.

Government Will Take Over 
Complete tlwnerHhip 


W. S. HerronTa director of Royulite, 
is urging Hon. R. B. Bennett to press 
for the necessity of gaining wider mar¬ 
kets for Turner Valley oil. Discussing 
the latest pro-ration which he said wa.s 
necessary because available fnarkcts 
could not consume more than 11,000 
barrels per day, he said: 

"It now make.s it an uneconomic un¬ 
dertaking to drill wells at the high 
•osts which prevail here, when opera¬ 
tors are obliged'to keep fhe production 
•shut in to this extent. This proration 
is sure to shut out capital from com- 
ng in for further development. 

“F.ven the- ,estal)lished companies 
apart perhaps from the Royalite Oil 
I Company, cannot carry on develop¬ 
ment on this basis.” 

Canadian oil producers should re¬ 
ceive a 'great part of the Canadian 
market. The greater part of that mar¬ 
ket is in Kustern Canada, and in al! 
fairness western oils should be going 
to that Eastern Canada market, Mr 
Herron said. 

“The gpveinnient should at least ar¬ 
range with the railway cdinpanics ti 
give low freight rate.s on oil ship¬ 
ments to the east, and, if necessary, 
bonus the railways conipanies^o sonii 
’egree,” he said. '“If wheat can hr 
shipped at low freight rates, when w( 
grow four hundred million bushels ik>i 
year more than the country can con 
uinie, .surely it is only fair to ask that 
ve should have an equitable propor¬ 
tion of our home market for our oil 
production.”

The price paid the oil producer in 
Turner Valley depends upon what 
happens in the State of Montana, ac 
cording to evidence pre.sented on behalf 
of the .Alberta Government at a re¬ 
cent sitting of the Tariff Board. 

K. G. Cottle, chief auditor of the .Al¬ 
berta Board of Public I'tilities Com¬ 
missioners, testified that he had re 
cently visited Montana to study the 
situation in the oil fields there. Be¬ 
cause Montana had lost its Canadian 
Prairie oil market to Turner Val¬ 
ley, Mr. Cottle said, many of the pro¬ 
ducers have little or no market at the 
moment. Those who have a marjeet 
will not agree to share it with theii 
less fortunate neighbors. Futhermorc, 
production is exceeding requirement 
and consequently prices are unstabil¬ 
ized without prospect of early im¬ 
provement. The distress production i.-- 
estimated by Mr. Cottle at 97,000 bar¬ 
rels a nionth. " 

“If prevailing prices in Montana 
fall much lower,” Mr. Cottle said, “a 
further drop in price.s- in Turner Val¬ 
ley can-be expected to meet competi¬ 
tion at Saskatchewan and .Manitoba 
refinery points.” ’
